Man has gadget fever, 
and we have the cure 
with the hottest items

It’s been at least a few hundred thousand years 
since man discovered fire, yet the male spe- 
cies still is entranced by shiny objects. That’s 
according to G4 network’s Kevin Pereira, who 
believes there is something almost primal 
about men’s desire for technology 

“You can jiggle a pair of shiny keys and we’ll 
go ^Ah\’ and pounce like a cat looking at a laser 
pointer,” said Pereira, co-anchor of the cable 
network’s ‘^^ttack of the Show” (6 p.m. week- 
days), which regularly reviews the shiny gad- 
gets men— and many women— love. “That’s 
the rule for technology for a lot of people— it’s 
just this amazing distraction and we can’t 
enough of it.” 

This love for all things tech means that even 
when a third of the nation’s adults say they will 
spend less this year on gifts than they did last 
year, according to a Consumer Reports poll 
on holiday shopping, many still will be getting 
new gadgets and video games. 

A recent holiday survey by the NPD group 
shows a 20 percent rise in the 18- to 24-year- 
old demographic saying electronics are the 
“gift to purchase.” 

What products are gift essentials for tech- 
minded guys or gals for this upcoming holi- 
day? RedEye asked Pereira. 




O FOR THE AUDIOPHILE

The earbuds that come with most MP3 players? They’re crap, Pereira said, 
recommending instead the 700 series from Ultimate Ears. These earbuds have separate 
speakers inside for both low end and high frequency. “So basically, it’s like you have a full 
band in your ear when you listen with them,’’ Pereira said. 




SMART PHONES FOR SMART GUYS 

What used to be a luxury is now a necessity 
for guys, according to Pereira. “Any 18 to 
34-year-old guy that has an ounce of self- 
respect has a smart phone,’’ he said. “You just 
can’t get away with feature phones anymore 
that just let you change the ring tone and 
that’s about it,’’ said Pereira.

“The power of the Kindle is not necessarily the 
specs or the screen on the device,’’ he said. “It’s the ability to purchase books 
on demand. That’s what makes them so cool.’’
